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Heavy Nazi Air Raid 
Is Made On Liverpool

LONDON. Nov. 29.—One of the 
heaviest Nazi raids of 
the 
war 
pounded the important northwest­ 
ern English port of Liverpool last 
night and early today, causing num­ 
erous fires 
and damaging large 
numbers of houses and other bulld- 
ings. 
Although some residents of Liv­ 
erpool were kiUed, the .total number 
of casualties was reported not heavy 
in view of the scale of the air at­ 
tack. The city was pounded con­ 
tinuously for some hours. 
Shortly before noon today a new 
air raid alarm—378th of the w ar- 
sounded in London.

The night In London was relative­ 
ly quiet as the Nazis concentrated 
on the Liverpool and Merseyside re­ 
gion.

at 4 a.m., ending London’s 377th 
alarm of the war.

British Vessels | 
Hit By Torpedoes

BERLIN. Nov. 29.—Two British 
destroyers were hit by torpedoes in 
a battle fought near the English 
coast in the western section of the 
English channel, it was stated by 
authoritative German quarters to­ 
day. 
Pushing close to the British shore, 
these sources said, German destroy­ 
ers engaged several British destroy­ 
ers, torpedoing two. 
The German 
vessels were not damaged, it was 
stated. 
At the same time, these same cir­ 
cles asserted that German destroy­ 
ers off Britain’s south coast sank 
two British merchant ships—one of 
9.000 and one of 3,000 tons—and two 
smaller vessels.

Latest reports from the Albanian 
front said that Greek troops had 
captured still more hills on the 
southern sector and that these stra­ 
tegic successes had opened a path 
for still greater advances. 
Heavy Fighting 
On both the northern and south­ 
ern sectors heavy fighting was re­ 
ported. and several small groups of 
Italians were said to have surren­ 
dered. 
The routing of the Italian war­ 
ships was reported in an official 
communique which said: 
“Enemy destroyers fired a few 
shells on the north coast of Corfu 
but fled under cover of a smoke 
screen as soon as friendly seaplanes 
appeared.' 
In guarded language the com­ 
munique also revealed further ad­ 
vances in the Hellenic drive to 
“throw the Italians into the Adri­ 
atic". It said: 
“Certain local engagements ended 
in our favor. Our aircraft carried 
out reconnaissance flights and chas­ 
er patrols covered our troops. 
A 
considerable number of enemy war­ 
planes were brought down in com­ 
bat. 
Enemy Planes Downed 
“Enemy aviation bombed certain 
points on the front and towns and 
villages In the Epirus. Corfu, Cepha- 
Ionia and the western Peloponessus. 
There were a few victims among the 
civilian population." 
One report said that Greek pur­ 
suit planes attacked one formation 
of eight Italian planes and that not 
a single Fascist machine escaped. 
In a furious battle Greek forces 
pressed northward against Argyro- 
castro, important

I S THE national defense project becomes increasingly active 


^ and the first draftees arrive in camp, many Americans are 


wondering what they can do to support the vast undertaking. 


Everyone cannot serve in the army, 
navy, or air force. 


Everyone cannot work in an “essential industry.” 


Interesting is the suggestion Brig. Gen. James E. Chaney 


recently offered at a conference of mayors: 


“ The home front can contribute materially by standing 


behind— yes, firmly behind— the men who wear the uniform 


and shoulder the rifles or fly the planes. 
Their morale is de­ 


pendent to a large extent upon the feelings of the people back 


borne. 
The teachers in the schools can help bv fostering patriot­ 


ism among the children. 
Encouragement of good old-fashioned 
patriotism within your communities will be a definite contribu­ 
tion to the defense of this nation.” 
Britain has found that to be the case. 
The courage and 
bravery of the civilian population in London and other bombed 
areas not only has won world-wide admiration but has strength­ 
ened the morale of the combatant forces. 
This is not to say that popular criticism of governmental 
actions must be banned for the duration. 
England, indeed, has 
deliberately fostered democratic exchange of ideas and view­ 
points with the war going on. 
But basically the home front 
should be a front of unquestioned loyalty and devotion, as it al­ 
ready gives evidence of being in virtually every section of the 
United States. 


HULL TO STAY 
& OjgMt Hull, secretary of state, is reported to have consented to 
atiy on ifi hie Job. lie has now served eight years, which is as long a 
tenure as any secretary of state has ever registered end equalled by 
only one other—Hamilton Fish, sixty-four years ago. 
Generally speaking, the country feels comfortable about the con­ 
tinuation of Cordell Hull in a post which, because of world conditions, 
is now all-important. Aa a public official Hull has a decidedly con­ 
servative cast. He is not of the temperament, of course, to permit him 
to oppose his conservatism to the views of his chief, the president, but 
he undoubtedly exercises an influence, at least In tty formative stages of 
international policies. 
Hull is decidedly soft-spoken and soothing to a nation that wants 
to ward off a'case of nerves.

CAUTIOUS STUDY NEEDED 
Encouragement should be given the congressional move for early 
consideration of a tax revision program. 
Taxation—indeed, the fiscal 
problem in general—should not be dealt with in a precipitate manner. 
Every opportunity should be allowed for full consideration of the various 
proposals and their implications. 
With national defense activities approaching the point where 
they will be swung into high gear and with the demands for revenues 
at an all-time high, the government should not await the calling of the 
new congress next January before coming to grips in a thorough man­ 
ner with this basically important problem. 
A few things are clear. Any new taxes should be widely spread on 
a non-punitive plans. They should not be so heavy as to discourage pro­ 
duction. They should be conceived and applied from the long-range 
point of view. 
The sooner these various angles are approached with care and 
intelligence the better the outlook will be tor a satisfactory and non- 
diseriminatory plan of action. At any rate, the sensitivity of the na­ 
tion’s economic life to radical changes in taxation is enough to demon­ 
strate the urgency of deliberate procedure with plenty of time for re­ 
consideration and debate. 


POLITICAL SKILL ISN’T ENOUGH 
Selection of Admiral Nomura to be the next Japanese ambassa­ 
dor to the United States is explained in Tokio as a friendly gesture to 
this country. The newspaper Aaahi aays frankly that “what Japan ex­ 
pects of him (Nomura) ia not diplomatic service but political acumen 
in restoring our relations with America." 
A moderate in his political views. Admiral Nomura appears to be an 
excellent choice as ambassador. 
But it is sincerely to be hoped he 
realizes that the promotion of better relations between Tokio and Wash­ 
ington requires more than what Asahi labels “political acumen." 
Anything suggesting political or diplomatic cleverness adroitness 
or shrewdness is not the present need. Grave issues are in the balance. 
The United States has never approved of Japans unprovoked war on 
China. It does not like the “new order" based on aggression and im­ 
perialism which Japan has been trying to set up in the Far East. It 
objects to Japan’s attempt to dominate the Pacific to the detriment of 
America's interests. 
Furthermore, the United States is getting tired of supplying the 
sinews of war for the production and upkeep of Tokio’s war machine. 
Opinion in this country is toward a tighter embargo on war supplies to 
Japan. 
Less politics and more good faith is the prime necessity for 
better relations between Japan and the United 8tates. 
Pending the beginning of Admiral Nomura's activities in Wash­ 
ington, this country’s best Japanese policy seems to be more aid to China 
and closer restriction on shipments of war materials to Tokio.

and ships destroyed, but rather 
from a quick obsolescence stand­ 
point. 
Consider the . changes that 
have taken place in fighting planes 
of all types, not from the end of 
World War I to the beginning of 
World War II. but just since the 
current affair started. 
Wing-tip and fuselage machine 
gun installations are only one im­ 
provement out of many. Read the 
newspapers and technical Journals 
| to visualise the improvements that 
are taking place In mechanical, elec­ 
trical. and chemical devices which 
are fast rendering obsolete existing 


implements of war whether these be 
planes, guns, tanks, rifles, or muni­ 
tions. This does not take into ac­ 
count new inventions which for the 
most part remain secret. 
New Farms Of Activity 
Unless one is close to manufactur­ 
ing and its relationship with the 
defense program, it Is difficult to 
appreciate the importance of con­ 
stant improvements and 
replace­ 
ments. The production of defense 
products automatically sets up an 
entirely new group of repeat busi­ 
nesses and the growth of the de­ 
fense industry is bound to continue 
after World War H is over. Entire­ 
ly new products wlU arise as 
Its 
I technological processes develop. 
Let me recall the first test of 
what ultimately brought about our 
modern battleship After the Mon­ 
itor sunk the Merrlmac on March 9, 
1892, did the building of iron ships 
stop with the ending of the Civil 
War? No,—the little Monitor start­ 
ed a great new industry, the build­ 
ing of iron and later of steel ships 
for use in both war and peace. The 
construction of ships is still going 
on. Out of this industrial pregnancy 
of Hitler’s new and more far-reach­ 
ing industry, new forms of ship 
construction, 
city 
planning, 
and 
buildings of all kinds will develop. 
Remaking Factories. Homes, Schools 
and Cities 
Yes, as the bombing plane has 
changed warfare it is drastically 
changing the layout of cities and 
the architecture of factories, shops, 
and homes. 
New 
manufacturing 
plants are already being built with­ 
out windows to avoid being located 
at night. They are also being di­ 
vided into separate buildings so if 
one building is destroyed the other 
units can continue work. As cities 
have gradually been rebuilt to be 
more fireproof, so they now will be 
rebuilt to be bombproof. This will 
take many years. The defense in­ 
dustry does not mean solely the 
manufacturing of 
implements 
of 
war, but should ultimately result in 
changes in roads, water pipes, gas 
mains, and power stations. 
| The construction of homes must 
¡radically be changed to provide the 
greatest protection. Civilian popu­ 


lation, which in today’s warfare suf­ 
fers so much, must be cared for 
through individual and mass shelt­ 
ers. School houses must be re-de­ 
signed as well as theatres and other 
buildings. Additional subways must 
be built to take not only street cars, 
busses, and railroads underground, 
but to provide shelters for the pub­ 
lic. There is no end to the amount 
of new construction work that Hit­ 
ler has forced us into.

•ompiled by the planning survey

PASTEURIZED MILK 
It is a source of great satisfaction 
to me that Ontario, the province 
where I was bom and have lived 
all my life was the first in Canada, 
and one of the first on the Con­ 
tinent. to make the pasteurization 
of all milk offered for sale compul­ 
sory. Under the leadership of Pre­ 
miere Mitchell Hepburn, the Ontario 
legislature wrote pasteurization in­ 
to the laws of the province in the 
face of an opposition which was 
very active and noisy.

teurization has been—forty per cent 
reduction In undulant fever, fifty 
per cent reduction In typhoid fever! 
Surely these two figures alone are 
a sufficient justification for the 
law. without taking Into consider­ 
ation the hundreds of children who 
have been spared tubercular infec­ 
tion of the spine and Joints.

typhoid fever in connection with 
unpasteurized milk, people look at 
you in amazement. They seem to 
think you are stretching facts a 
long way to set arguments to back 
up pasteurization theories.
